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F IF T E E N CENTS 
our Private Clubs Get Final Okay

The number of private clubs per­ 
mitted in Plano was doubled Monday 
night by the City Council. 
Currently, only members of country 
clubs and veteran organizations are 
allowed to buy alcoholic beverages in 
private clubs. 
With the council action, Tino’s 
Mexican Restaurant, 
Safecracker, 
Avelle’s and Rodeway Inn will be 
added to the select group. 
The special use permits will allow 
the restaurants to sell beer, wine and 
mixed drinks, if 65 percent of the 
gross receipts are derived from the 
sale of food. The percentage is subject 
to an annual audit provided at the 
expense of the restaurant and 
reviewed by the council. 


Tino’s, Safecracker and Avelle’s 
will be required to comply with the 
provisions of the Texas Liquor Control 
Act and receive a private club permit 
from the state within six months. 
Rodeway Inn was granted an 
automatic renewal for another six 
months, because of the time required 
to build the proposed motel complex. 
Bob Collins tried to force the motel to 
return to the council for a renewal 
since, as he pointed out, “many other 
extensive projects have never got off 
the ground.” 
The motel is also the only applicant 


which is not covered by the council’s 
proposed private club ordinance. The 
Rodeway is to be built in a light 
commercial area. (The Planning and 
Zoning Commission has recom ­ 
mended that the proposed ordinance 
be amended to allow clubs in light 
commercial zones.) 
Restrictions Imposed 
Since the ordinance is still under 
consideration, all four permits were 
granted under the present ordinance 
which includes no restrictions. 
Proposed restrictions were, however, 
imposed on all applicants. 
All have—or agreed to install—125 
dining seats and each applicant has at 
least 1,500 square feet of dining area. 
The clubs are also located in con­ 
tiguous retail districts (with the ex­ 
ception of Rodeway) collectively 
comprising 30 acres or more within an 
area bounded by Spring Creek Park­ 
way, Jupiter Road, Independence 
Parkway and the south city limits. 
Tino’s and Safecracker are both 
located within 1,000 feet of parks 
(Haggard and Harrington respec­ 
tively) 
which 
necessitated 
disclaimers that the permits would 
not be detrimental or injurious to the 
public health, safety or general 
welfare or otherwise offensive to the 
neighborhood. 
Quality Operation 
Fortino Trujillo received the first 


permit for his Mexican restaurant, 
which is located in Downtown Center, 
after five residents testified that he 
runs a quality operation which is 
hampered by being unable to sell 
mixed drinks. 
“I’ve seen him operate,” confirmed 
Roland Dickey. “He runs a good place 
in decor and decorum. It’s a proven 
place but restaurants in general in 
Plano are in an unfair trade position 
with other cities.” 
Pointing 
out 
that 
Mexican 
restaurants in Richardson often have 
people standing in line outside, Dickey 
said that these restaurants have no 
lesser quality clienteles than Tino’s, 
but the crowds dine in Richardson 
because mixed drinks are available. 
Trujillo agreed that his business is 
hampered by the lack of a private 
club. He strssed that other cities 
where mixed drinks can be served 
have an unfair advantage and urged 
the council to allow him to compete on 
the same level.

Qty Allows Brookstone 


After severely limiting the number 
of drives onto Avenue K, City Council 
members Monday night approved the 
Brookstone District. 
A light commercial development 
of small, individually-owned lots, 
Brookstone is located on the west side 
of Avenue K between Park Boulevard 
and Parker Road. 
Normally the IO lots which front on 
the major thoroughfare would be 
allowed two exits each, but the council 
was able to restrict the number of 
drives onto the congested street by 
zoning it a planned development. 
Jim Lee, planner for Murray Mort­ 
gage Co., had reduced the number of 
.requested drives to five by using 
access easements, but the council 
dropped another exit, leaving four 
onto K Ave. 
The plan as amended by the council 
now 
conforms 
to 
thoroughfare 
standards developed by the staff to 
reduce traffic conflicts on busy 
streets. 
The western portion of the 10.5 acre 
tract will be a planned development to 
reinforce the drive restriction. The 
remainder was zoned for light com­ 
mercial which will allow each of the IO 
lots on the eastern section to have two 
drives onto a collector street built by 
Murray. 
Previous zoning was planned 
development in two light commercial 
and one retail segments. 
DIVIDED VOTE 
In a split decision the council 
granted rezoning on two tracts at the 


intersection of Coit Road and Park 
Boulevard. Trammel Crow won 9.6 
acres of retail on the southeast corner 
and 17.8 acres of apartments (MF-2) 
on the southwest corner. 
Larry Jackson and Jack Harvard 
tried to block the retail zoning 
because of the large amount of retail 
already existing in the area. The 
majority of the council viewed the 
proposal as a realistic boundary 
between retail and residential zoning. 
The council also agreed to negotiate

In other financial matters, the 
council paid Austin Paving Co.

Other items approved were 35 mph 
speed limits for Custer Road (between 
FM 544 and the south city limits) and 
Alma Road (between Park Boulevard 
and Parker Road) and 40 mph for 
Alma Drive (between Dallas North 
Parkway and FM 544).

Massage Ordinance Adopted 


Massage parlors in Collin County 
will be regulated by an ordinance 
“essentially identical” to one passed 
last month in Dallas County. 
Commissioners voted yesterday 
morning to initiate the ordinance 
which, among other restrictions, 
prohibits massage parlor employes 
from massaging members of the 
opposite sex. 
It marked the first time Collin 
County Commissioners have used 
their newly-bestowed ordinance- 
making power given them by the 1977 
Texas Legislature. 
The ordinance sets down licensing, 


fee, 
inspection 
and 
sanitary 
requirements for massage parlors 
located within the county but outside 
the limits of incorporated towns. 
Some cities in the county, including 
Plano, have passed their own 
massage ordinances. 
Penalties for violating parts of the 
new county rules are listed as Class B 
misdemeanors and can result in the 
revocation of parlor licenses. 
There are currently two such 
establishm ents in Collin County, 
according to Sheriff Jerry Burton. 
Since the sheriff took office some 
three years ago, 
three 
massage 


parlors have been burned down and 
four others have disbanded. 
“ I would recommend to the court 
that they would consider this (or­ 
dinance) strongly,” Burton told the 
commissioners. “ It should be passed 
as soon as possible.” 
Some 
m em bers of the Com­ 
missioners Court 
were concerned 
about the legality of the ordinance, 
especially the section 
prohibiting 
massages by or to the opposite sex.

Collin County moved 25 years ahead 
of its time yesterday with a single 
Commissioners Court decision. 
That’s the opinion of Precinct 4 
Commissioner Chuck Frisk of Plano 
who succeeded Monday morning in 
securing the passage of a unitary road 
system—a 
suggestion he brought 
before fellow com m issioners two 
weeks ago. 


The concept calls for the Com­ 
missioners Court to sit as a board 
overseeing the operation of the county 
as a whole, rather than looking out 
solely for the interests of their in­ 
dividual precincts. 
A county road superintendent, who 
will be hired around the first of next 
year according to the Monday vote, 
will be in charge of road and bridge 
building and maintenance and would 
answer directly to the commissioners 


Plans call for a “ transition period” 
of switching to the new system to 
begin Jan I, 1978 The easuing nine 
months would be used to make the 
changeover with the actual unitary 
system going into effect Oct I, 1978— 
the beginning of the 1979 fiscal year 
“ I can’t see it doing anything but 
solving problem s,” Frisk praised the 
new concept “ I can’t see anything but 
equity in it. 
“ It takes the politics out of road 
building,” he continued “The com­ 
missioners I ve talked to (in other 
unitary 
system 
counties) 
love 
it 


because the politics and heat that can 
come from 'road-building) are gone. 
“The people are going to get better 
roads from this.” 
Frisk brought the innovative idea 
before the three other commissioners 
and County Judge Nathan E White 
Jr during lengthy precinct realign­ 
ment talks two weeks ago 


In order to equalize population 
within the commissioner precincts, 
boundary lines were redrawn giving 
Frisk a tight district in Plano with 
virtually no county roads. A unitary 
road system was essential, the Plano 
commissioner stressed during the 
realignm ent 
discussions, 
in 
an 
unevenly populated county such as 
Collin 
“ We would still have the power we 
have now but we would delegate some 
of the responsibility to the county road 
superintendent,” Frisk explained to a 
hesitant Commissioners Court. “ He 
would have to come to us for major 
improvements but I would foresee us 
giving him permission to go ahead 
with daily maintenance ” 


The 
initially 
skeptical 
com ­ 
missioners slowly gave their support 
to Frisk’s idea when precinct lines 
were redrawn But since the unitary 
road system was not an item on the 
agenda, it could not be voted upon 
until yesterday’s meeting 
Monday morning, only Precinct I 
C om m issioner 
Bailey 
D ickerson 
remained unsure 


D ickerson abstained from the 
otherwise unanimous vote in favor of 
the unitary road concept, saying that 
he wanted to talk to other County 
Commissioners in counties with the 
sam e system before making up his 
mind He also questioned whether the 
court could agree on general county 
business. 
“ We’ve had a split court here for a 
long tim e,” he said “Can we agree on 
these projects?” 
“ You still make the policies,” Frisk 
told the doubting commissioner “ I 
can’t emphasize enough that we still 
have complete power which I know 
some of you are concerned about 
“There’s nothing to say we can’t 
void this particular order if it doesn’t 
work,” Frisk added, “ but I think 
you’ll find it does. I think we should 
have had it years ago.” 
In pointing out unitary road system 
guidelines from Vernon’s Annotated 
Texas Statutes, 
Frisk 
continually 
stressed the frequency of the phrase 
“as the Commissioners Court will 
direct” when referring to the powers 
and 
duties 
of 
the 
county 
road 
superintendent, hoping to convince 
fellow commissioners that the new 
system would not usurp their power. 
Commissioners Bay Sellers and 
Wallace Webb were convinced and 
voted with Frisk in favor of the 
system Dickerson insisted the plan 
“looked good on paper” and will hold 
his opinion, until the commissioners 
visit other unitary road counties.
